HOME BUILDING BOOM 


Small homes, more than ever be- 
fore, are being built today in the 
Town of Wilmington. Figures re- 
leased from the office of the build- 
ing Inspector show that Wilming- 
ton, in the first five months of 
1953, isued permits for over $1,- 
000,000 in buildings, the great maj- 
ority of which were for small homes. 

While Wilmington has had, per- 
mits for dwellings over $1,000,000 
in valuation in both 1951 and 1952, 
this is the earliest time that the 
permit valuation has exceeded the 
million dollar mark before June Ist.

TOWN RECOVERS 1209 ACRES | 


OF LAND FOR TAXES 


Approximately 120 acres of land, 
in the northeastern part of Wil- 
mington have become the property 
of the town, by two decrees of the 
Land Court, of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, dated May 14, 
1953. The news of the decree be- 
came known Monday. 

Two parcels of land are invol- 
ved, both adjoining ,and both part 
at one time of the Jones farm, in 
pre-revolutionary days, a portion 
‘of which still survives as the farm 
operated by Tom Daly, on Andover 
street, 

In acquiring title to the land, the 
town received a decree from the 
jLand Court that orders, adjudges

It contains about % 
acres, with a few being owned free 
and clear by people who brought 
their land, and have paid their tax- 
es. The rest of the land now belongs 
te the town. The land is more par~ 
‘ticularly described in a deed from 
|Abbott, administrator to Williams, 
dated April 26, 1918, and recovered 
in the Middlesex North District of 
the Registry of Deeds, Book 585, 
Page 166, except for such portions 
as have been sold or conveyed by 
deeds recorded on or before Jan. 
1, 1936. 

In. case 23579, a parcel of land, 
involving about 30 acres of the 
Jones Lot, in North, Wilmington, 
known as Williams Haven, and 
more particularly described in two 
deeds to Evelyn C Williams, re- 
corded with the Middlesex North 
District Registry of Deeds, Book 
802, Page 264 and 265, was likewise 
conveyed to the town. The same 
provision is recorded here, that 
portions which have been sold or 
conveyed before Jan. 1, 1936 are 
exempted, and this includes land 
on which taxes have been regularly 
paid.

is orthodox in the matter of 
color, however, and is a deep 
violet purple so far as the flow- 
ers are concerned. 

In part because the Slim Lark- 
spur rarely grows to a height 
greater than a foot it is often 
spoken of as the Dwarf Lark- 
spur. Certainly it is much short- 
er than most of its better known 
relatives. This shortness does not 
limit the plant so far as color- 
ing a field or meadow may be 
concerned because sometimes 
this species seems to take over

a whole field. When this is the 
case, cattlemen do not like it be- 
cause like many other larkspurs 
the Dwarf Larkspur or Slim 
Larkspur may be poisonous to 
cattle. The poisonous properties 
are most effective when the 
plant is newly developing its 
shoots that spring from peren- 
nial underground parts. 

The Slim Larkspur is at its 
best at the edges of meadows or 
in open forests of cone-bearing 
trees. It. ranges through the 
mountains of eastern Washing- 
ton to northern California and 
east into Alberta, Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Nevada. It was first de- 
scribed from a plant collected in 
the Blue Mountains of eastern 
Oregon, which region is consid- 
jered by botanists as being the 
| “type locality.” 
| In spite of the obvious beauty 
of the flowers the Slim Lark- 
spur has not won enough favor 
among those who cultivate wild 
flowers for it to be listed as a 
cultivated plant. 
| Like all the larkspurs the 
| Slim Larkspur ts a member of 
the Buttercup or Crowfoot Fam- 
ily. The flowers are much more 
elaborate than one would ex- 
pect of a buttercup. In the Slim

2 to 8 flowers in loose clusters. 
There is a slender curved spur 
about 4 inch long and the upper 
petals are notched. The fruits 
are about % inch long, nearly 
straight and somewhat sticky. 
The seeds bear conspicuous 
white wings on their angles. 

The leaves are relatively few 
to each plant, from 1 to 2 inches 
wide, S-parted, with the main 
leaf-divisions composed of 2 or 
3 rather oblong lobes. The leaves 
borne on the upper parts of the 
stem are much smaller than 
those borne from the base. 

Botanists have argued over 
whether there may be a variety 
of the regular species but at pre- 
sent this division does not ap- 
pear to be considered as valid. 
While the botanists argue about 
the classification of the plant, 
the ranchers do not argue about 
its value as forage and nature 
lovers cannot argue about its 
beauty.
